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Spring  Hill  College  established  in  1 950  a  senior  division  unit  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps.  The  Unit  conducts  the 
general  military  science  program  of  instruction  which  prepares  the  ROTC  student  for  commission  status  in  any  branch  of  the 
army.  Assignment  to  a  branch  is  based  on  the  needs  of  the  army  and  the  educational  professional  background  of  the  graduate. 
In  accordance  with  the  contract  between  the  academic  authorities  of  Spring  Hill  College  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Army, 
participation  in  the  program  is  elective  on  the  part  of  the  student.  All  regularly  enrolled  students  are  equipped  with  complete 
uniforms  at  no  personal  expense.  After  successful  completion  of  the  four- year  course  of  instruction  in  military  science  and  the 
fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  an  academic  degree,  the  student  is  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States 
Army  Reserve.
